The embezzlement featare of the pending ex- 
tradition treaty with Great Britain is the only 
new feature, the others having been in the 
treaty as it stood before congress last year, and 
is the one of importance to the United States 
in order that Canada may no longer be a safe 
refuge for embezzlers fleeing from this conn- 
try. There have been some changes made inp 
these features, looking te aclear distinction 
between poiitical offenses and crime under the 
dynain iio clause, but the provisions are not new. 

The portofiice committee this morning re- 
ported favorably on Mr. Dockery’s bill to 
increase the number of railway mail superin- 
tendewts from nine to eleven, at the same sala- 
ry-#2.000. Aiso, the billto authorize the 
poatmaster-general to lease suitable quarters 
for the Washington City postoffice. The 
owner of the present building, a regular old 
rookery, has increased his rent from $6,000 to 
$12,00annually. For this reason the govern- 
ment wants better quarters, realizing the fact 
that a more suitable building can be secured 
for that amount. 

The house connnittee on war claims reported 
tothe house today the bill to reimburse the 
several states for interest on moneys expended 
by them on account of raising troops to sup- 
press ihe late war. Some $500,000 is involved. 

A delegation of eight Indians, representing 
the Kiowa, Comanche, Creek and Cadaw 
tribes called on the president today, and asked 
bim to postpone action in the allotment of 
their lands, 

Judge Stewart spoke before the committee 
on banking and currency yesterday, on the 
gubiect of taking real estate securities on loans. 
He fayors ittoan extent not to exceed one- 
fifth of the capital. It was referred to a sub- 
committee to confer with the secretary of the 
treasury, to see if some amendment could not

The departmental rules are eleven in num- 
ber, These rules authorize the classification 
of commissions and pe mee a bureans, as 
well as departments at Washington, and pre- 
scribes the examination that must be provided 
to test fitness for admission #6 this branch of 
the service. 

Postal rules are eight in mamber. In addi- 
vion to special and non-conypetitive examina- 
tions, the following are prescribed: For clerk, 
carrier and messenger. Thé messenger ex- 
amination is to be used for testing the fitmess 
for the position of piler, stamper, junior clerk 
or other place, the duties of which are chiefiy 
manual. Only three names may be certitied 
to the postmaster. The following officers may 
be appointed without examination: Assistant 
postmaster, private secretary or confidential 
clerk of postmaster, cashier and assistant 
cashier; superintendents, designated as such 
by the postoffice department; custodians 
of money, stamps, stamped envelopes or pos- 
tal cards, designated as such by the postotfice 
department, for whose fidelity the postmaster 
is under official bond. 

Promotions may be made upon any test of 
fitness determined upon by postmasters, if not 
disapproved by the commission. The forty- 
five years’ age limitation is abrogated as to the 

rade of clerk,and the minimum for this grade 
is raised from sixteen to eighteen years. The 
minitmuwm for carriers 1s raised from sixteen to 
twenty-one years, and the maximum from 
thirty-tive to forty years.

He 
is uneducated, but sensible and a fine looking 
man. , Williams says that Brock was released 
on a nominal bond, and placed in charge of 
two detectives and taken to Dallas, as he 1s to 
be used as a witness in another case, and that 
interesting developments may be expected.

A Lower Postal Hate for Citics. 

A bill has been introduced in congress to 
reduce the postal rate on local letters, in 
cities and towns having the carrier de- 
livery system, to one cent. 

This bill is in accord with the suggestion 
of ex-Postmaster General Vilas, made in 
his last annua] report, and other post- 
master generals before Mr. Vilas likewise 
urged that there should bea less rate of 

for drop letters, than for others. 
suggestion is a good one, and it is to 
be hoped that the bill will pass. The post- 
master general’s report shows that there 
_ Were 206,038,135 sealed letters mailed, for 
local distrikution, in-towns or cities having 
a free delivery system, during the past fiscal 
year. The whole income for the govern- 
ment for the year, from postage or local 
matter, at free delivery offices, including 
postal cards, ete., was $6,692,253. To sus- 
tain the free delivery system, including the 
pay of the carriers in the employ of the 
government, cost for the year $4,610,692, 
leaving a cliar profit of $2,072,561 on free 
delivery offices. Should the rate for the 
year have been one instead of two cents on 
letters delivered in the same city in which 
- they are mailed, the receipts of the govern- 
ment, from the amount of postage paid for 
letters delivered in those cities, would have 
been $2,060,381 less than the amount it re- 
ecived at thetwocent rate. As will be seen, 
a reduction of one cent on letter postage for 
carrier delivery cities would have left a clear 
profit on the postoffice balance for these 
cities, 3 

When the postal rate was reduced from 
three to two cents, the great increase in the 
amount of mail matter raised the returns 
from this source toa larger amount than 
that from the old rate. The reduction in 
local postage rates would have the imme- 
diate effect of causing such an increase in lo- 
cal mails that the government would almost 
certainly be compensated for the loss occa- 
sioned by the reduction. 

It certainly seems that the government 
can better afford to deliver an Atlanta 
mailed letter, to some part of this city, ata 
cheaper rate, than if that letter were des- 
tined to Maine or California; and it is rea 
sonable to assume that if all cities had the 
advantage of this reduced local rate, the in- 
crease in business would soon guarantee the 
government a large an iual surplus from this 
source. 

Of course, if the experiment is tried in 
cities and proves a success, it will be only a 
question of a short time before a general 
reduction will be made ja postal rates for 
all parts of the countrys “ If a great increase 
in the number of. Yétters mailed in the car- 
rier delivery cities, results from a reduction 
in rates, such a reduction for all parts of 
the country would, of course, have the same 
effect in generally increasing the use of the 
mails. 

If the bill, now before congress, passes, it 
will be but to make the experiment in the 
free delivery cities, and if this is successful, 
it will at once bring about a general reduc- 
tion in @stal rates.

*‘there is no reason to believe that the work- 
ingman’s condition has greatly improved 
since 1860,’’ and it adds that “there are cer- 
tainly more frequent manifestations of his 
discontent.”” Now, the intelligent work- 
ingmen, who understand the situation in 
this country, will smile at this sort of talk. 
Not only have their wages increased and 
their condition improved, but the very signs 
of discontent, to which the Telegraph al- 
tudes, betray a spirit of independence that 
is not to be found among the workingmen 
of any free trade country in the world. We 
are of the opinion that a strike is a very 
silly thing, but the fact remains that the 
long strikes in this country are maintained 
by the earnings and accumulations of Amer- 
fean workingmen. Is the Telegraph of the 
opinion that the thousands of strikes that 
have taken place in this country during the 
past few years are the result of the poverty 
of the workingmen? Does it believe that 

‘the unfortunates who labor under a free 
trade system would have been able to main- 
tain these strikes? In the free trade coun- 
tries, when a laborer is oppressed, or when 
his wages are lowered, he becomes an an- 
archist or a socialist, and¢rom that moment 
he isa dangerous element of society.

A horse-rake that 
costs $50 in the free trade countries can be 
bought here for $27; a mowing machine 
costing $100 in Europe can be bought here 
for $60; so with reaping thachines. 

To Mr. Lacy’s third and fourth questions 
the Telegraph makes no reply, contenting 
itself with a few remarks which have little 
or no application. To his fifth question, 
the Telegraph replies that ‘‘no statistics are 
at hand to show to what extent wages have 
advanced since the tariff of 1860. was. im- 
posed.”” There may be no statisties at the 
Telegraph's hand, but Tue CONSTITUTION 
has some at hand which are very interesting. 
From 1879 to 1884 the wages of each em- 
ploye in German iron works and machine 
shops increased over fourteen per cent; the 
total wages paid increased over fifty-five per 
cent; the total number of persons employed 
increased over thirty-two per cent, These 
figures are from an official statement pre- 
pared by the Iron and Steel association of 
the German empire. If anything is neces- 
sary, we have the report recently made by 
Mr. George Strachey, the British charge 
d’affaires at Dresden. Mr. Strachey is a 
free trader, but he feels called on to give the 
facts. He says: 

“If it be asked what signs there are in 
Germany of that incipient free trade reac- 
tion which some of our politicians contrive 
to discern on the continent of Europe, es- 
pecially in the particular countries -most 
wedded to protection, there can be no hesi- 
tation in replying there are none. The be- 
lief is widely diffused that the tariff reform 
of 1870 saved Germany from a great ruin, 
and that the empire is now on the road to 
industrial greatness, perhaps to the succes- 
sion of that hegemony which Great Britain, 
it is thought, now with difficulty holds in 
her hands. - Protection is in the national air, 
and it will not be dissipated by foreign ar- 
guments, however accurately deduced from 
the axioms of scientific doctrines.’’ 

In other words,this British free trader has 
discussed the fact that the German people 
believe that protection—which means sim- 
ply the development of home resources and 
home markets—has greatly benefitted their 
country. 

As to the American tariff, Tie ConstTI- 
TUTION is in favor of revising and reforming 
it, but always with an eye to the protection 
of home industries.

,°” hn Important Experiment. 

The action of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad directors in making such a sweep- 
ing reduction in passenger rates is a very 
important movement; and the precedent es- 
tablished may result in a general reduction 
of passenger rates, throughout the south, 
This railroad, always liberal to the interests 
of the people, has won the confidence of 
the public by the thoroughness and efti- 
ciency of its management, and by the spirit 
of progress and accommodation which has 
characterized it since it has been under its 
present control. 

It is essentially a Georgia road, with its 
departments almost entirely under the man- 
agement of Georgians, and with its interests 
being identical with that of the state. Its 
management is familiar with the interests of 
those who patronize it, and is always willing 
to extend any courtesy or facility to its pat- 
rons. It is through no system of red tape 
that it has to be reached; and its dealings 
are always open, and made as far possible, 
to accord with the desires and comfort of 
the commercial and traveling public. 

To its general passenger agent, Mr. Jo- 
seph M. Brown, who has accomplished 
wonders since he has held that position, the 
credit chiefly belongs for the marked reduc- 
tion which has just been made. in pas- 
senger rates. Under the new rate, fares for 
fifty miles and under will be two and one- 
half cents per mile, a reduction of one-half 
cent from the state rates established by the 
railroad commission; for one hundred miles, 
and over fifty, two and one-fourth cents per 
mite, a reduction of three-fourths of a cent 
per mile; and for distanees of over one hun- 
dred miles, two and one-eighth cents per 
mile, a reduction of seven-eighths of a cent 
per mile, or almost one-third less than the 
rates now charged by every other railroad 
in the state. 

There is scarcely a doubt but that this ba- 
sis will be a more profitable one that that at 
which the rates on other railroads are now 
fixed. When the railroad commission first 
reduced the passenger rates of the railroads 
of the state to three cents per mile, most 
railroads were compelled to make a reduc- 
tion of two-fifths in the rate of passenger 
fares, as five cents per mile was the general 
charge made previous to the fixing of the 
new rate by the commission. “At this there 
was much complaint by the railroads, who 
claimed that at a three cent rate their pas- 
senger business would not be profitable. 
The result, however, shows that the reduc- 
tion was beneficial not only to the people, 
but to the railroads, the returns 
from passenger fares being greater 
at three cents, than at the old rate. On the 
same principle, it is more than probable that 
the effect of the reduction made by the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic will be to still further*in- 
crease the returnsfrom its passenger depart- 
ment. If this is demonstrated to be true, 
the precedent established will of course be 
generally followed by other railroads. 

The Western and Atlantic deserves the 


-thanks, not only of the people of Atlanta, 


but of the south, for the important step 
which it has taken in bringing about a 7e- 
vision ef passenger rates on a lower basis. 
It is a move in the right direction and will 
prove to be a snecessful one.

ROBERT TODD LINCOLN. 


The Son of His Father, But Less Lincoln 
Than Todd. 


From the Chicago Herald. 


A Chicago man, little known in Chicago, 
but much talked of elsewhere, is Robert Todd Lin- 
coln. He is even seriously proposed for president 
of the United States by a good many persons liv- 
ing in remote sections of the country. Nobody in 
Chicago talks of him in that connection—nor in 
inany other, for that matter—though a certain 
Chicago paper does, for some unknown reason 
make a specialty of printing all the letters it re- 
ecives from its backwoods readers who think the 
son of Abraham just the man for the emergency 
which the republican party is now soon to meet. 
Robert Lincoln is almost a stranger to Chicago peo- 
ple, though he came here twenty years or more ago, 
and has remained ever since, excepting his four 
years’ residence in Washington, He came 
here directly after the death of 
his father, and renewed the study of law, which he 
had begun at Harvard, It had always been his am- 
bition to become a great lawyer, and this desire on 
his part wasa source of much disappintment to his 
mother, whose dream it had been to make a soldier 
ofhim. She edrly began her scheming to that end, 
and though the boy didn’t want to be a soldier and 
get shot for glory, to please his mother he took up 
the study of French, which the ambitious Ken- 
tucky woman believed to be one of the essentials in 
the makeup of a soldier who would shine in society 
as well as glitter upon the field of battle. Even this 
early in his career young Lincoln gave outward ev- 
idence of one of his most conspicu. ws traits, appli- 
cation, by thoroughly mastering: French, 
distasteful as it was to him, before 
he was eighteen. Then he was sent to Harvard, but 
it is more than likely that Mrs. Lincoln would have 
had her way about itand sent him to West Poin 
instead, had it not been for her husband’s election 
to congress just atthis time. Hitherto Mr. Lincoln 
had been ratherindifferent to his son’s career, but 
after his election to congress he refnsed to allow the 
boy to compete for a cadetship, fearing that the crit- 
icism would be made that he had used his official 
station to secure a much-desired preference for one 
of hisown blood. Mrs. Lincoln, however, never 
abandoned her pet project, and, during the war, 
succeeded in having the young man assigned to 
Genera] Grant's staff as captain and adjutant gener- 
al, though even this was opposed by his father, then 
president, 


AN INSIGHT TO THE MAN, 

Another incident giving an insight into the char- 
acter ofthe man occurred a few years later. A 
prominent insurance agent called on Lincoln at his 
office om business and entered the presence of the 
young lawyer with his hat on his head, Lincoin 
looked up in amazement, and motioning his caller 
to remove his hat, exclaimed : 

“When gentlemen call on me they usually leave 
their hats outside.”’ 

It was now the insurance man’s turn to be sur- 
prised. Couldit be possible that he had heard 
aright, and from the lips ofthe son of the man of 
the people—Abraham Lincoln? The insurance man 
was astonished, but he was not awed, 

“Blank blank vour blanety impudence,”’ he ex- 
claimed, rising upon his hind legs and showing 
his teeth, “I want you to understand, sir, that I am 
not here to fall down and worship you. Where I go 
my hat goes, and if you don’t like it you can go 
to—— ' 

And then the insurance man flew out of that office 
and banged the door rather viciously behind him.

I am practicing law, and have 
nothing to do with politics,and do not desire to 
havye.”’ 

‘‘How would Judge Gresham do for president?’ 

‘‘T] do not want to be interviewed on politics, but 
I can say there are no better men than Gresham. 
He is above criticism.”’ 

‘Did you havea political quarrel with Logan be- 
fore his death?’ 

‘So far as I know there was no quarrel. The gen- 
eral was a little dis:atisfied in 1884, but I went to 
him and explained my position. I was for Arthur 
for president because I was in his cabinet, and be- 
cause 1 believed he was worthy of an election to 
the office to which he had been called by chance. 
It was difficult for General Logan to understand, 
just ass it is now difficult for 
some people to understand, that 1 
have vo personal aspirationa But I think he 
finally realized that I was candid. I told him I 
could not sit in ArtLur’s cabinetand be disloyal to 
him,{though I had none but friendly feelings, that if 
General Arthur had been nominated he would have 
been elected,” 

Lincoln’s outward coldness has been his chief 
fault, or his misfortune. At Washington he gained 
the unenviable reputation of being aristocratic, ex- 
clusive, unapproachable, and he was particularly 
disliked by members of the press, to whom he 
showed few courtesies. Senators and members also 
complained bitterly of him. He was, at the same 
time, a faithful and efficientiofficer of the govern- 
ment. He worked hard, and attended to his duties 
with the same assiduity that has marked his method 
asan attorney.

War Among the Refiners of San Francisco’ 

San FRANcIscO, February 3.—War has 
opened between the new sugar refining companies, 
Before the cut was made the American company 
asked seven cents for golden ‘“‘C” and seven anda 
qnarter cents for extra ‘‘C.’’ The California sched- 
ules called for six and a quarter and six and a half 
respectively. Lastnight the American company 
made a reduction of one cent per pound on each va- 
riety, placing the rate a quarter of a cent lower 
than that of their rival. Today the California com- 
pany took up tbe challenge and quoted golden 
es * 6 al five aud three-quarters and 
extra “‘C’’ at six. The refiners are _ striving 
for the trade of the canners as well as the general 
public, and have succeeded aiready in making 
sugar cheaper here than in New York.

A tele- 
gram from New York announces that the secretary 
ot the sugar trust ison his way to this city to in- 
duce one or both refineries to enter the combina- 
tion, but it is stated on authority that neither com- 
pany will jo.n the trust.

The chairman brietiy stated the objects of 
the meeting.

Judge Pendleton made astatement about 
the needs of the citizens of this section of the 
city, and he suggested that if the present meet- 
ing would take earnest, emphatic, unanimous 
action, great results might be accomplished. 

On motion, a committoe, consisting of Judge 
Pendleton and J. A. Giifford. was appointed 
to secure signatures to a petition asking the 
city council to pave Haynes street with Bel- 
gian blocks. Enough signatures were got to 
insure the paving of three blocks, from Mitchell 
street to Magnolia street. Others will sign 
the petition today, and itis expected a large 
number of names will be added. 

A committee of ten, with Mr. Charner Han- 
cock as cllairman, was appointed to prepare a 
suitable memorial to be presented to the city 
conncil at its next meeting. 

This committee is as follows: Charner Han- 
cock, Judge Pendleton, Mike Maher, John 
LaFontaine, William Kinyon, 8. C. Morley, 
Thomas F. Johnson, J. A. Gifford, W. G. 
Gramling, Burt Gardner and Abel Pound. 
This committee will meet tonight to draw up 
the memorial and to take such action as may 
be deemed acivisable. 

Dr. Lester spoke of the necessity of some 
thing being done without delay. He said that 
he believed the center of the city would event- 
ually be in this neighbornood. No time should 
be lost to have the streets paved. Some of 
them are well-nigh impassable. As the law is 
at present, the city bears one-third of the ex- 
of the work.

The People Pleased With the Proposed Low 
Fares—Two Interviews in One With 
Messrs. Slaughter and Wrenn.

The article in yesterday's CoNnsTITUTION re- 
lating to the sweeping reduction in passenger 
rates made by the lessees of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, at their annual meeting, 
was eagerly read throughout the city. It is 
safe to say that the people in general were de- 
Mghted with the announcement. 7 

The article created aripple in railroad circles, 
and prodaced a world of gossip and specula- 


tion. 
Railroad men are notoriously of non-commit- 


tal upon matters of this kind as a rule, and 
j¢ was with fear and trembling that a 
CONSTITUTION man sharpened his best pencil, 
and 8 onastill hunt for Commissioner 
Slaughter of the Southern Passenger associa- 
and Mr. B. W. Wrenn, general passen- 
t of the East Tennessee, Virginia

. Colonel Slaughter was not to be

five energetic wading the 
Kimball was sighted. Inquiry of the bland 
clerk dev the fact that Messrs. Slaugh- 
ter and Wrenn were in the office of the East 
Teunessee, Virginia an Georgia railroad, 
located pear the Wall street entrance to the 
Kimball. The door was softly opened, and 
there sat the brace of gentlemen engaged in 
earnest consultation. 

Throwing diplomacy to the winds, the re 
porter begat a vigorous interview of both dis- 
tinguished officials atone and the same time, 

“How about the cutting of rates by the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, Colonel 
Siaughter?’’ 

“Well, sir, I have read the article in today’s 
Constitution, bunt I have received no of- 
ficial notification of the proposed reduction.” 

‘Bat it’s all true. he announcement 
comes ex-cathedra, and I would like very 
much to know your — of the effect that 
it will have on the other railroads in Georgia 
and throughout the south.” 

“Yes, yes,” chimed in Mr. Wrenn: “the 
announcement is unquestionably authentic. 
I recognize the hand of authority in each and 
every line.”’ 

“But you must know,” remarked Colonel 
Biaughter, ‘that it can have no particular 
efiect just yet. The rates have not gone into 
effect, and of course I caunt tell how they will 
affect other lines.”’ 

‘‘Is the Western and Atlantic railroad a mem- 
ber of the Southern Passenger association?”’ 

“Why. certainly it is.”’ 

“All the members of that association are 
under contract not to cut rates, are they not’”’ 

“Yes. Notonly is that true, but the con- 
tract, which is of an iron-clad nature, fixes a 
penalty of *50 each for every ticket 
which is sold at a cnt rate by any member.’”’ 

‘*Now, that's real interesting.”’ 

“Yes,’’ said Mr. Wrenn, laughingly, “buat 
there is no danger of a violation of that con- 
tract by the Western and Atlantic railroad.” 

“Why. Mr. Wrenn?” 

“Simply because that road is not in the habit 
of breaking its contracts. Those rates are 
not in effect yet. It is announced that they 
will be put into effect about the first of March. 
You may be sure that when the official an- 
nouncement of the proposed reduction shal! be 
made to the commissioner, if the 
Southern Passenger association objects to the 
reduction, the Western and Atlantic railroad 
will simply withdraw from the association—if 
it still insistsupon the reduction, before giving 
it effect, there will be no violation of agree- 
ment. 

“Well. the lessees of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad have decided to make this 
reduction, and have announced their decision 
to the public through Tur Constrrurioy. 
Don't you think that they intend to stand by 
that announcement ?”’ 

“It certainly locks that’ way. You know 
that the Southern Passenger association will 
hold a menting in New Orleans on the 11th of 
this month. Now the probability is that the 
annonncement of this roduction of rates will 
be made at that meeting by Mr, Joseph Brown, 
the general passenger agent of .the Western 
and Atiantic. That meeting will 
be coun posed of thirty general 
passenger agents, representing the 
varions lines south of the Ohio or east of the 
Mississippi which are members of the associa- 
tion. Comunissioner Slaughter is the presiding 
officer. If this convention shall agree to the 
reduction, it will be made. If the convention 
objects to the reduction,Mr. Brown can appeal 
to the commissioner, or if he sue 
tains the objection of the convention the 
matter can then be laid before Messrs. Sibley. 
Screven and Carter, the board of arbitration, 
and if they sustain the commissioner, why that 
Will settle the matter, and the reduction will 
not be authorize. ‘the commissioner. vou 

is there to settle the differences 
of the convention.and if the decisions 
of the commissioner do not prove satisfactory

“But you must know,’ remarked Colonel 
Biaughter, “that it can have no particular 
efiect just yet. The rates have not gone into 
effect, and of course I cannt tell how they will 
affect other lines.”’

“Well, the lessees of the Western and 
Atlantic ratiroad have decided to make this 
reduction, and have announced their decision 
to the public through Tur Constitution. 
Don't you think that they intend to stand by 
that announcement?” 

You know 
that the Southern Passenger association will 
hold a meeting in New Orleans on the 11th of 
this month. Now the probability is that the 
annuonmicement of this roduction of rates will 
I nade at that meeting by Mr. Joseph Brown, 
the ceneral passenger agent of the Western 
and Atlantic. That meeting will 
bn composed ~ of thirty general 
passenger agents, representing the 
various lines south of the Ohio or east of the 
Mississippi which are members of the associa- 
tion. Commissioner Slaughter is the presiding 
officer, If this convention shall agree to the 
reduction, it will be made. If the convention 
objects to the reduction, My. Brown can appeal 
to the comimissioner, or if he sus- 
tains the objection of the convention the 
matter can then be laid before Messrs. Siblev. 
Sereven and Carter. the board of arbitration. 
and if they sustain the commissioner,why that 
Willscttie the matter, and the reduction will 
not be authorived. The commissioner. vou 
see, is there to. settle the differences 
of the convention,and if the decisions 
of the commissioner do not prove satisfactory 
a fina: appeal can be made to the arbitrators. 
@ud that setiles it.’’-
